US unfit for low-intensity warfare 

WASHINGTON, March 17, (Reuter): The US Defence Department, 
long focused on the Soviet uiilitary thrai, is not geared up to fight the 
low-intensity Third World warfare it is most likely to face m the future, 
a Congressional report said on Friday. 

The report by the General Accounting Office said US forces were 
likely to face a wide variety of weapons in such wars, including Soviet 
and American arms and weapons from other Western nations as well as 
unsophisticated systems. 

“Low-intensity warfare is not necessarily low technology warfare," 
the office said.

Castro warns US 


BRASILI.A, March 17, (Reuter): 
Cuban leader Fidel Castro said 
yesterday the United States 
would have “a good dose of 
corpses in boxes” if it invaded 
Cuba. 

“For them (the United States) 
imperialist aggressions always 
cease to be applauded when 
corpses in boxes start to arrive. 
We will have to guarantee a good 
dose of copses in boxes so that 
there is no invasion,” he said. 

Castro, who arrived in Brazil 
for Thur^ay’s inauguration of 
President Fernando Collor de 
Mello, was speaking at a huge 
news conference attended by 
more than 1,0(X) journalists in 
Brasilia's ultra-modern Con- 
gress Building. 

The Cuban leader said he res- 
pited the right of socialist coun- 
tries to go capitalist. 

“If a socialist countiy wants to 
build capitalism, its right to do 
this has to be requited,” said 
Castro, dressed in fortnal 
military attire. 


He added: “But there also has 
to be respect for those countries 
which want to build socialism.” 
The collapse of communism in 
Eastern Europe and the defeat of 
the leftist Sandinistas in 
Nicaragua's elections have left 
Cuba looking more isolated 
politically. 

But Castro, revelling in the 
role of international political 
showman, rebutted su^^tions 
by critics that Cuba is not 
democratic. 

Castro said Cuba's elections 
were “more democratic than 
those of other countries.” 

“No one elected the Queen of 
England. She inherited her posi- 
tion.” he said. 

Castro defended the right of 
his government to ban publica- 
tions which the Cuban auth- 
orities considered “counter- 
revolutionary.” 

After Brasilia, Castro is due to 
visit BraaPs two biggest cities, 
Sao Paulo and Rio de Janeiro. 


US spy satellite 
hardware falling 


WASHINGTON, March 17, 
(AP): The Defence Department 
has reported that “hardware 
elements” carried into orbit by 
space shuttle Atlantis last month 
are expected to fail from the sky 
soon. 

A terse’ statement said only 
that tbe mission “achieved its 
goal in association with a clas- 
sified DOD programme.” 

AtJamis was launched Feb 28 
from Cape Canaveral, Florida, 
on a secret military mission that, 
sources said, included the launch 
of a sophisticated spy satellite. 

The statement Friday did not 
mention a satellite. 

“Hardware elements are 
expected to re-enter the Earth's 
atmosphere,” the statement said. 
“We believe there is no risk to life 
or property." 

Pete Williams, the Defence 
Department spokesman, would 


not say where or when the hard- 
ware elements would plunge 
back toward the Earth and what 
portions might be expected to 
survive intact 

Atlantis’ 4.5>day mission 
carried the shuttle farther to the 
north than any previous shuttle 
flight Nasa sources who spoke 
on condition of anonymity said 
that path enabled the astronauts 
to release a spy satellite that 
would overfly areas of the Soviet 
Union that had never before 
been observed by a shuttle-laun- 
ched satellite. 

Sources said the satellite was a 
SSOO-milUon craft capable of 
taking hj^ resolution photos 
and eavesdropping on electronic 
communications over much of 
the world. 

The Defence Department, 
however, declined to conRnn or 
deny th^ reports. 


Castro said his three-decade- 
old communist government 
doesn’t need to be tested with a 
popular vote, declaring, “you 
don't play with the revolution.” 

Asked by reporters ifhe could 
win a direct election with other 
candidates, the Cuban President 
said: “It would be foolishness to 
have a test only to prove wrong 
those who say Cuba holds 
fraudulent elections. 

**Our system isn’t direct, it's 
indirect, but in my judgement 
very democratic.” said Castro, 
who has ruled Cuba since the 
1959 revolution. 

He said be fell “repugnance” 
for the electoral system in the 
United States, which he called “a 
parody.” 

His comments appeared to be 
in response to US Vice-President 
Dan Quayie, who on Thursday 
asked “anyone who is in contact 
wi^ Castro to ask him when he’s 
going to have elections.” Quayie 
also attended the Collor’s 
inauguration.

THE state has allocated KDIOO 
miliioo for expropriation pur-

The official said that the mun- 
idpality has finalised the master- 
plan of Kheiian City, while Sub- 
biya Gty project is still being 
studied. He added that the mun- 
idpalityb^anaplan to maintain 
and b^utify buildings in dif- 
ferent areas ten months ago. 
Initially woric began with build- 
ings at the Capita, Hawalli and 
Salmiya areas and it been 
obser^ that the plan in any 
area takes about 8 to 12 months 
to be implemented — depending 
on the response of lan^rds to 
theplan. About, 165, buildingsia 
Kuwait are in of mainten- 
ance and to have new farades, the 
official said. 

Meanwhile, Sheikh Sabah 
pointed out that the municipality 
IS undertaking, a study in co- 
operation with the Kuwait Ins- 
titute for Scientific Research on 
the feasibility of dosing shops in 
model areas.

Sheikh Sabah denied that 
some inspectors of the mun- 
icipality demand bribes from 
owners of shops to exempt them 
from violations and addra that 
complaints can be filed in this 
respect with the food and shop 
licences d^artnmt at the mun- 
idp^ty. Isvestigatioiis will be 
instituted to ensure that justice is 
done, the official said.

Organ procurement law 
ineffective, says Abouna 

Patients dying for lack of organs

THE Ministry of Public Health 
should be more strict with doc- 
tors who do not report deaths to 
Hamad Al Essa Kidney and 
Organ Transplant Centre, said 
Dr George Abouna, head of the 
centre and head of Organ Trans- 
plant Department at Kuwait 
University's Faculty of 
Medkine. 

"We have one of the best laws 
in the world concerning organ 
procuremenL It requires doctors 
to n^rt all deaths to the centre 
ro that we cx>uld ask the family of 
Jhe deceased for pumission.to 
harvest his/her or^hs. But sadly 
enough, doctors do not co- 
. operate with us,” stated Abouna. 

"Last year, only eight out of 
320 deaths caused by road 
accidents were r^rted to the 
centre. Four femilitt out of these 
eight gave us tciuussiod to use 
the organs of their deceased 
relatives. This is a very j^od per- 
coituge which tells us that people 
want to help others,” be amea. 

Abouna stated that the 
problem lies more in the attitudes 
of doctors towards organ dona- 
tion rather than those of people. 
He called on the ministry to 
reward doctors who report dntb 
cases and penalise those who 
don'L "Colleague from Saudi 
Arabia who participated in the 
2nd International Congress of 
the Middle East Society for 
Organ Tran^lants told us that 
such a system has proven very 
successful in Saudia.” 

Policies 

He also called on managers of 
hospitals and health districts to 
meet vritb their staff and explain 
in dq>th the policies of the minis- 
try conceniiag organ 
procurement because doctors do 
not usually read new laws and 
regulations. *^e invited local 
doctors to attend our conference 
but very few came,*’ Abouna 
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laments. 

“If we manage to get orgau 
from 30 per cent of those who die 
in aeddrats every year, we will be. 
able to perform all the needed 
transplants in Kuwait.” he 
added. "It is heart-breaking to 
know that during the last 10 
years, we got permistion to 
procure organs only from 7 
cadavers out of 4,700 people who 
died in road accidents.” 

Abouna explained that organs 
from one deadperson could help 
at least seven living people. "We 
have 14 people waiUng for liver 
transplants. Patients, among 
them kids, are dying every month 
for lack of organ^

plant,” aslred Abouna. 

Transplant facts

30 hours, the thing that avails 
surgeons and patients more 
time for physical and psy- 
diolopcal prqiaration for tlte 
operation.

Blind b emoan discrimi nation 

Many have lost hope 


A LOCAL dail;^ conducted a number of interviews 
with blind individuals to hig^ght their opinions on 
facilities provided to them by society in general. 

Tlie graeral consensus is that most employment 
doors are closed to them and therefore called for 
equal opportunities in line with normal individuals. 
They inmeated that despite the fact that most jote 
they apply for do not require eye sight, they are still 
refused employment. They also criticUed sod^y's 
attitude to marriages of the blind and called on 
officials of the National Houting Authority to 
reconsider thdr cases. 

C hairman of the Sodety fof the Blind Hamad AI 
Khaled stated that the sodety is considered a public 
dharitY organisation in the country. He added that 
since its inception, the objectives of the sodety 
mainly focus on intemting the blind with the gen- 
eral sodety and resoMn^ Uieir problems to ensure 
for them comfortable livmg conditions. 

He indicated that the soaety has several activities 
including cultural and sdentific activities. The 
society works towards creating a more sodable 


atmosphere for its members and organises several 
internal and outside trips. The sodety sent a group 
of members to Bahrain to receive education on urine 
the tel^hone and some of them have been employed 
at government authorities. 

The main problem of the blind is obtaining suita- 
ble jobs and Dr Mdairis Al Rashidi speaking on the 
subject commented that this problem can be redres- 
sed by modifying the Gvil S^oe Commisrion law 
whkdi gives all individu^ the right to a job — 
providM they are healthy. 

Another bOnd person commented that due to the 
obstades fadng most blind individuals, th^ have 
lost hope. He said that when a blind individual 
proposes to marry a normal female, sodety loolu 
down on the proposal and added that the rebuttal is 
even more sevne when it relates to a blind female. 

Ahmad Al Helwan, another blind individual 
called for equal opportunities for blind expatriates 
and added that expatriates who are blind are asked 
to leave the country when they reach the age of 21 
due to the that they cannot be employed.

OIC calls for 


tougher action 


JEDDAH, March 17, (Agen- 
cies): Representatives of nine 
members of the Organisation of 
Islamic Confepence met today to 
discuss urgent measures to coun- 
ter mass emigration of Soviet 
Jews to Israri mid occupied Arab 
territories. 

“The meetii^ should enable us 
to define ur^t measures to be 
taken individually or coUrotively 
to counter the foabolical plan 
against the Islamic nation, the 
. ralestinians and the Arab people 
of the Middle East," OIC 
Secretary-General Hamid A1 
Gabid said in an openiiig speech. 

The two-day meeting is atten- 
ded by oflicials from Jordan, 
Malaysia, Morocco, Pakistan, 
Saudi Arabia, Sen^aJ. Syria, 
Sierra Ueone aod the F^estine 
Liberation Organisation. 

The 46-member OIC is the 
political umbrella for the world’s 
estimated I billion Muslims. 

Gabid accused Israel of 
exploiting liberalisation in Eas- 
tern Europe to move large num- 
bers of Jews' from the Soviet 
Union and settle them in Israel 
and the occupied West Bank 
Gaza Strip. 

“The policy of assembling 


Jews in occupied Palestine has 
become a basic element of 2on- 
ist strategy aimed'at creating a 
greater Ibiael,” be added. 

He also accused Washington 
of facilitating the emigration of 
Jews to Israel by restricting their 
entjy into the United States. 

“The United States ... refused 
to take these new immigrantsand 
exerted pressure for direct 
airlinks b^een Moscow and Tel 
Aviv,” he said. 

Gabid added that the 
European Economic Commun- 
ity bw taken the same attitude.

Amnesty men ordered to leave 


RABAT, March 17, {Reuterh Six Moroccan Muslim 
militanis were each sentenced to two years’ jail and fined 
10.000 cUrbams (Sl,250) by a court in Sale near Rabat, 
d^ence lawyers said today. 

Tbe men were conricted on Friday of belonging to 

an illegal organ^tion, coUectiog funds without penn»- 
siOD and breaching the peace by distributing propsmanda. 

They were members of the Adi Wa Ltbsaiae fundamen- 
talist movement, led by Sheikh Abd AssaJam Yassine, 
whiA was ordered dissolved by the authorities on Jan 10. 

Yassine has bren under house anest at his home in Sale 
ance Dec 30 and is not jjcnnitted to receive viators except 
members of ^ immediate family. 

Eaitier on Friday, tbe London-based human ri^ts 
group Amnesty International said two ofits members had 
bero ordered to leave Morocco. 

Amnesty said in a statement that the officials — 
Prudence Elizabeth Hodmans and Joan Ray — were 
meeting members of a non-govenunem human rights 
group when they were summoned to the Ministry of the 
Interior and told to leave. 

The women arrived in Morocco onTuesday to researdi 
human ri^ts concerns, it said. 

The jrilmgof the fundamentalists was the fourth case in 
a series of tnals of Islamic activists in the past six months. 


At previous tri^ in Taroudant, Mohammedia and Keo- 
itra 1 S actirists were jaikd for between one month and one 
year.

Ash Shiraa, which has good contacts amonelsIainicrundameDCalists and the 
magazine thatfirst broke out foe story oftbeuS-IranContiaaniis-for-hostages 
scandal, said tte three-man delegatioa arrived lately in thesouthOT port dtyof 
Sidon and started negotiations to release Elio Erriquez and Emmanuel Ctins- 
ten. 

Erriquez, Z3. and Christen, 32, were kidnapped near the refugre camp of Ba 
El Helweh on the outskirts of Sidon, 24 miles (38 km) south of Btinit. 

There is no claim dfreqMOsibili^ for tbe abduction but the camp is controlled 
by various rebel faetioiis loyal to Palestine Liberation Organiation chairman 
Yasser Arafat and radical grcuips suppoi^ Syria, Lib^ and Iran. 

The magazine quoted security sources in Sidon as saying that while the Swiss 
delation, made up of two atilitaiy and a civihan, was efTorttog to free Elio and 
Chnsten, an unidentified Lebanese n^otiaior went to Switzenand seekiug tbe 
release of Lebanese plane fujaefeer Hussein Hariri impristmed in Geneva. 

Hariri was sentenced last year to life imprisoiunenl for hijacking an air 
Afrique jetliner, forcing it tO land at Geneva, and kUltog a Frcnfo male 


Ash Shiraa said no details were yet available regarding negotiations to both 
Lebanon and Switzerland.

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Rembrandt’s landscape perfection

WASHINGTON. (UPH: In the new republic 
of Holland in the 17tb century, artists found 
their inspiration in the commonplace and no 
one seemed more inspired by its landsrape 
than Rembrandt 

Regarded as one of the greatest artists of all 
time. Rembrandt was known primarily as a 
figure painter. His drawings and prints, 
however, were the best in capturing the si»rit 
of the Dutch countryside and the city of 
Amsterdam. 

The first major exhibition of this work, 
“Rembrandt's landscapes: Drawings and 
Prints.** at the National Gallery of Art (until 
Mar 20) contains 99 works, including more 
than SO drawings and all 26 of his landscape 
prims. 

Three of the drawings are on loan from the 
National Institute of the Polish Amderoy of 
Science and have never been seen before i n the 
Uoitoi States. 

‘The landscape of Holland of the 17th 
century was coming into its own as an 
independent subject for painting.'* said guest 
curator Cynthia Schmeuder. "T>uicb artists 
worked primarily for private markets rather 
than church or state (commissions). 

“Pride shows in the landscapes. Rembran- 
dt*s works on paper endure as archetypes and 
speak as strongly today as they did then. He 
laid the foundation for our own appreciation 
of the natural world.** 

The exhibition is organised thematically 
into five sections “to show depth and breadth 
and tt shows a distinct appro^ to landscape 


media,” said Sdmeider. 

“Farmhouses and cottages,** traces tbe 
evolution of the artist's most common theme, 
from detailed depictions of individual build- 
ings to broader imag^ of the environment 
evoking the effects of light and weather. 

**You don't have to be an artist to 
appreciate this,'* said Schneider. “There is an 
economy and a convincing portrayal of 
weather and atmo^beir, an economy of say- 
ing so much with so little. 

“(Rembrandt's) ability was to use blank as 
an active component of composition. He left 
the sl^ blank but you have this incredibly 
vivid idea of what kind of day it was.'* 

The drawings, some of them as tiny as 3 
inches by 4 inches (7.6 by 10 cm), focus of 
landscape's most fundamental aspects: views 
of houses, bams, fields, rivers and roads; 
people working in tbe Helds or on tbe water 
cloudy, sunny or stormy weather. 

Rembrandt did not ^ve to venture far to 
find a view or scene to reproduce — tbe views 
from his home served him quite weU — but in 
the 1640s and 1650s hewouJd find his subjects 
while walking through the countryside or the 
city. 

Accompanying the exhibition are two 
maps that show the approumate locations of 
the areas Rembrandt visited and sketched. 

**We haven’t been able to identify (sites) 
exactly,'* said archivist Boudewijn Bakker, 
with the municipal archives in Ajosterdam. 
“But we can follow him around in a general 
way on his walks with these maps." 

Works in the “iinagmary landscapes” sec- 
tion show how Rembrandt expanded his 


vision of nature placing common subjKts 
of imag inary settings, such as adding foreign 
sceneiy or ancient buildings. 

This section also shows Rembrandt as a 
student — absorbing the work of other ardsts 
by copying them. On dU^lay is an original 
1 5th century drawing by Titian, “Mountain- 
ous landscape with a riderless horse emerging 
from a l^e,” and right next to it, Rembran- 
dt's work of the same subject. 

The third section, “architecture and town 
views.” shows Rembrandt frcely altering his 
subjects to suit his own preference for the 
historic over thecontemporaiy. 

Rembrandt was not always faithful to what 
hesaw.” said Schneider. “Sometimes he drew 
(a subject) as he preferred to see it.” 

''Along the Aznstei and U Rivers,” makes 
up the fourth section of more expansive views 
around Amsterdam taken from along the 
water's edge, and the final section, 'Pan- 
oramas.' contain his more transcendent 
images of the land. 

“Ihie final section is perhaps the most 
dramatic,” said Schneider, in that it depicts a 
range “from the most dramatic and elaborate 
print to the most sparsely economic draw- 
ing.” 

Andrew Robison, senior curator at the 
National Gallery, said there is alsoan instruc- 
tional side to R^brandt's drawings. 

There seems to be a “hierarchy of subject 
matters,'* in art, he said. “PainUng is tbe most 
important, architecture is next ... and so on.” 

Likewise, be said there seems to be a hierar- 
chy within painting, and landscape art usually 
is at the bottom.

Environment protection in Taiwan 

Temple task force fights pollution 


TAIPEI, (Reuter): A mania for gambling has 
given rise to a new cottage industry in 
Taiwan's cities — speciai temples tn private 
apartments where Taoist priests mvulge 
divine tips to anxious punters. 

Flocks of stock-maraet in>«su>rs, property 
apecuiatorx and gamblers crowd into the tem- 
every day, paying hefty fees to ofter up 
their prayers and ask adv^ of the gods. 

But the temples have raised some earthly 
hackles in Hwan, one of Asia’s most prosp- 
erous states, a speculator’s paradise wbm 
diasing wealth is the national spwrL 

In the cajpital, Taipri, complaints are pour- 
ing into the city government from angry 
naghbours who say clouds of incense and 
round-the-clock chuiing are driving Uiem 
crazy. 

“These temples are part of our traditional 
religion but they are not acceptable in the 
ciiy,'* said Lin Hong-Sen, a member ofa new 
government addressing complaints about tbe 
temples. “People must adapt to ihrir new 
environment.” 

He said his sister was shocked to discover 
the value ofherapartment had plunged after a 
downstairs neighbour opened a private tem- 
ple. 

"The apartment Is full of smoke every day. 


Who will want to buy it?* Lin said. 

Tbe government logged 66 formal com- 
plaints about private temples last year and 
estimates more than 1,200 are now open for 
business in the dty. 

Taipei's response has been to send bard- 
eyed agents from the new government body to 
prowl the capital’s raucous streets. 

They belong to the “temple task force” set 
up the city’s enviromeotal protection office. 

Armed with electronic dedbel countries 
and stacks of publiccomplaints, they are after 
temples violating pollution laws with their 
noise and smoke. 

“I am not a supmtitious man, which is 
good in this job," said Lin. “But you try to be 
nice about il.... it isn’t good to cb^enge 
people's religion.” 

Lin and his team hit the streets in February 
to begin what the city government hasdubbed 
"Project Oriole Phase HI”. Their mission; to 
survey temples, then feed information into a 
computer to keep to track of their pollution 
recends. 

Bad records will brings fines and possible 

closure. 

The project's first target is religious noise 
ud playing tape-recorded mantras at £gh 


volume. 

But officials plan soon to expand the drag- 
net to indude other forms of pollution, 
including incense smoke, firecrackers and 
improperly disposed of altar ofTerings. 

Oa a recent tour ofhis beat, Lin pointed out 
some types of temples neighbour find most 
annoying. 

“llie Buddhists are usually sedate. It is 

the Taoists who really love noise,” he said, 
adding that he had also had to investigate one 
case of noisy choir practice at a Christian 
church. 

At a large temple built onto an apartment 
building, two gutted pigs lay stretched in front 
of tbe doorway, oHeringsfor tbe birthday ofa 
local god. Music blared through loudspeak- 
ers aim worshippers made sma^ bows to an 
urn full of smoku^ incense. 

“Special occasions like this are all right. 
Most ndghlx>urs won't complain,” Lin said, 
but he wmned two elderly ladies sitting on the 
stoop not to increase the volume of the chants 
commg over tbe loudsp^kers. 

At another one-room temple in a north 
Taipei apartment, a Taoist priest dressed in 
robes and a small, crown-like headdress 
exclaimed his prayers over tbe roar of motor- 
cycle traffic on the street outside.

Aaswen COPD stands for chrooic obstructive pul- 
monary disease and many diseases can cause il 
E ssendaOy, it's difliculty in breaclung and short- 
ness of bt^th due to Ihmted air flow through tbe 
hmgs. Chronic bronchitis or chronic empbysetua 
■ can contribute to COPD, as can other disra s es Uke 
cystic fibrosis, ^me COPD patients also sufTer 
from asthma. 

The most common contributor lo COPD is 
smoking, which is the leading cause of chronic 
bronchitis and emphysema. Because of smoking, 
COPD is a agnificMt health problem in the Unitro 
States and die number of cases will only increase as 
more people who have spMi a lifetime smoking 
grow older. Expt^ure to air potiution 'ts another 
risk factor in developing COPD, as is severe bron- 
chia] infection. 

In most COPD patients, tbe airways of ibeir 
lungs have either become pennaoemly narrowed or 


the tissue has lost its elasticity and is like a balloon 
that is stretched out of s^pe. COPD usually 
develops slowly, over tbe course of years. Many 
patients show the symptoms for years before Hnally 
seeing a physidan berause of increasing shortness 
of breath. 

There is ao cure for COPD, and all treatments 
include eliminating factors or situations tha t 
exacerbate the problem. If you still smoke, the most 
important thing to do is to stop smoking. This will 
slow the progTKsion of ihe disuse, but your coodl- 
lioD will not reverse. Other steps to take are to 
eiiminate dust, animal hair, and other irritants 
from your home ravironmenL 

There are several types of drugs that can be used 
to treat COPD. These will alleviaie symptoms, and 
work to reduce potentially serioos oomplications. 
Broochodilators are commonly used to treat 
COPD, since these open tbe air passages and make 
breathingearier. Cortieosteroidsate uWd to reduce 
innammation. and antibiotics may be necessary to 
clear infections away. It is also important to keep to 
a mittimum tbe secretions in the bronchial tubes (air 


passages) and both sufTident fluid intake and 
medkations may be helpful. 

You must becareful to try to avoid catchingcolds 
or respiratory infections, because your lungs are 
ab^y weakened. 1 hope you bad your flu shot this 
season as you're just the person who can profit from 
this type of disease prevention. 

Acmes my desk: While most people are aware 
that tbe presence of saturated fatty acids in meats 
mayleadtobjgJierlevrisorcbolesteroliDtbeblood, 
few r^ize that these same type of fats may be 
present in vegetable products as well.

ger. 

It’s the first book from this 
publisher, and had in initial press 
run of 5,(X)0 copies, all of which 
were just about gone after thi^ 
weeks in print 

“We’re expecting to get a com- 
puter version out by summer,*' 
said Dianeows, because she and 
Diana Gregory wrote one of the 
books that be^ Keene’s name.

Tbe Proper Noun Speller will 
you that it's tbe book of Mor- 
mon, and tbe next entry in the 
series looks like this; Mormons, 
or Latter Day Saints. 

That's almost correct. The 
organisation is th; Church of 
Jesus Christ of Latter-day Saints 
with a lower-case “d” in day. 
Tliey are Latter Day Saints, 
individually. 

Even it the Proper Noun 
Speller doesn't know every Holl- 
ywood star or starleu it can help 
you if you need Ayatollah Ali 
Khamenei or Ihe Okefeookee 
swamp. Hercule Poirot, the 
Peloponnesian war and Walla 
Walla. Wash., do not escape 
gaze of the non-existent Jean 
Emerich. With this book, you 
can correctly also differentiate 
between the spelling of the last 
name of the vice-pr«ident of the 
United States and the bird with a 
similar name. 

Tbe Proper Noun Speller lists 
brand names, names from 
politics and popular culture, fic- 
tional characters and sports 
figures. Interior design terms are 
spelled ouL as are architectural 
names and character names from 
mythology and those from a wide 
range of other subjects.

Peace talks stalled 


Defeat reflects 
social divisions 



Shamir 

CKCUPIED JERUSALEM, (Reuter): The defeat of Prime Minister 
V'itzhak S hamir ’s government reflects an Israeli society deroly divided 
over everything from peace with Palestinians to bow to define a Jew. 

Defenders of the 74>year-old former Mossad a^ent said he tried lo 
bridge the extremes of right and left. Detractors said he tried lo ignore 
them by not taking any decisions. 

“Shamir tried to form a national consensus," the Jerusalem Post 
wrote in an editorial supporting him following Thuisday'sparliamen> 
taiy vote. “But the pun of political polarisation made him enemies 
everywhere." 

Coalition 

Forming a viable government that can take decisive action will no t be 
easy — whether a narrow coalition led by Shamir's Likud Patty or 
Shimon Peres' Labour Party or a broad one searching for a common 
denominator. 

The decisive split came over attitudes toward Israel-Palestinian talks 
between Labour and Likud, the two main parties in the coalition that 
collapsed aflier 15 months. 

Labour demanded Israel accept a US proposal for talks in Cairo 
aimed at advancing a peace plan first presented by Shamir 10 months 
ago. Shamir, after months of delay, finally refused. 

Shamir cited two reasons, long-debated points that Labour was 
willing to ignore to start a process that might end the 27-mooth-long 
Palesunian revolt in the occupied territories. 

Shamir insisted on excluding the 150,000 Palestinians of east 
Jerusalem from any role in negotiations to determine the future of the 
West Bank and Giza Strip. 

Guarantee 

He also wanted a guarantee Israel would break off the Cairo talks if 
the Palestinian delegation even consulted the Palestine Liberation 
Organisation. 

Some in Labour believe talking to the PLO is necess^ to ever reach 
peace, while some Likud members oppose talks with Palestinians 
because they could lead to loss of the occupied territories. 

“A narrow government with confidence is preferrable to a govern- 
ment (now) disbanded over disagreements between camps going in 
different directions," said the independent Maariv dm'ly. 

Even a narrow government will not be easy to assemble. Likud holds 
40 seats in the Parliament and Labour has 39. The remaining 41 seats in 
the Knesset are split between 14 parties wi^ opinions across the 
political spectrum. 

The thrm members of the Democratic Front for Peace and Equality 
are Arabs who advocate recognition of the PLO and establishment ofa 
Palestinian state beside Israel 

*nie two members of tbe Moledet Party, both Jews, want to see the 
entire 1.75 million Palestinians of the occupied territories leave for 
other countries. 

Positions 

The positions of some parties are so firm that tbe dovish Labour or 
the haidline Likud can assume their support, lliat leaves ^ose with 
less-fixed views on Palestinians holding the balance of power. 

But they have a host of other demands that ean make them uncom- 
fortable partners in government. Religious parties particularly have 
made or broken governments through the years — including the latest 

The five members of Agudat Israel voted against Shamir on Thurs- 
day not over peace talk s, but because he reneged on a promise to 
support them in the “who is a Jew?” controversy. 

Agudat Isrul s definiiion would exclude many members of the 
American Jewish community, the world’s largesL It is one of the few 
mobilise US Jwish pressure on the Israeli government. 
Consensus may not be in^iring," said the Jerusalem Post, a 
suppo^r ofthe old governmenL ’'But a grey consensus is better than a 
colourful society tom at the seams.” 

However. Israel seems doomed to choose between a narrow coalition 
that cannot speak for enough people and a broad government of 
Labour and Likud paralysed by inlemal differences.

Gorby gets more powers 


MOSCOW, (Reuter); Which presidmit enjoys the 
most power — Mikhail Gorbachev of the Soiriet 
Union, George Bush of tbe United States or Fran- 
cois Mitterrand of Francd? 

On paper at least, the answer appears to be 
Gorbamiev, who can rule by decree unfettered by 
anypariiaznentary restraints. 

He can veto laws passed by Parliament, declare 
war if the country is attacked, call a national referen- 
dum, and order a state of emergency in any area, 
with the consent of ^ republic concerned. 

Power 


But his most sweepi^ power sa^ he can “issue 
decrees which are tiding on the whole territory of 
the country.” 


There are no conditions attached other than the 
vague stipulation that this power ^ould be used to 
im pi«wiMi t the country’s constitution and laws. 

Ibe powers oftiteexecutiyepresideiDqycRated by 
the Congress of People's Deputies this week worry 
many Soviet radicals who fern a new autocrat has 
been creat^ in the Kremlin. 

“1 don't tbinlf any of us can predict with certainty 
how this is going to worit in n^ty. There is a lot cn 
difterenoe Iretween power on imper and the ability to 
exercise it. It doesn't necessarily mean be can issue a 
decree on just about any^ng and get it obeyed," 
said one senior Western diplomat 

The Kremlin's recent experience with breakaway 
Lithuania declaring its independence is one example 
of Moscow’s orders bong snnply ignored. 

The American president can invoke a national 
emergency, whi^ mvolves many similar powen to 
martiu law. But he has no blamcet power to issue 
de c re es . 

Emergency 

The French president can assume emergency 
powers but any action be takes can be reversed by 


the Soviet president carries out all the functions of 
head of state. 

Soviet deputies who backed the creation of the 
executive preadenty argue that their country faces a 


qiedal situation in whichastrongleaderisneeded to 
tackle desperate problems such as the tottering, 
econmny and se«*ning ethnic tensions. 

In his acceptance speec fr , Gorbachev said he 
intended to use the presidential right to issue 
decrees, particularly to implement and accelerate 
radical economic reforms already approvi^ by 
Parliament. 

“Preadential de cr ee s will be required on key 
issues to formulate taslm dearly, set and 

name those lemonsible for meeting th^,'* he said. 

It was dear nom his remarks tlmt be planned to 
make ag^esdve use of his new office; amrignmg the 
presidential council, an advisory coimcil whose 
membeis are to be appointed by hh^ ^ sorts of 
initiatives and projects. 

CoHecUve 

“This body is being designed as a collective of 
major policn» figures, experts on key sphere of 
state and public development who w^ work out 
recommendations on issues of domestic and 

fordgtt poli^ and suggest, if need be, prompt solu- 
tions," Gorbachev said. 

Western analysts of Gorbachev’s new powers say 
they may not be as sweeping as they look on paper, 
with question marks over whether they would be 
obeyed and how they would be enforc^ 

The analysts note that Gorbachev is continuing as 
Communist Party leader in a country where no 
other strong and cohesive political force has emer- 
ged. 

Tbe Soviet Pariiament, unless it really b^ns to 
assert Its power, will not be much of a thi^t to him. 

Soviet courts have no independenoe whatsoever 
from ^ rest of tbe government. 

“Until there are more checks and balances in this 
^istem, there will be some danger of abuse of 
power," the senior diplomat said. 

Gorbachev told the Congress be was aware that 
some people were afraid the jMesident would be able 
to usurp power, but he insisted: “There is no reason 
for sudi rears.” Tbe constitution would keep him in 
line, he said.

Don’t be too eager to commit 
yourself to a spedfle line of play. A 
finesse that was destined to succeed 
at trick two will work equally well at 
trick 10 or 11! 

North's preemptive jump to four 
spades worked extremely well. Be- 
cause of the double fit in the red 
suits, five hearts by East-West 
would be defeated o^y one trick, 
but the vulnerability made it too 
risky for East to enter the fray. 


West led the king of hearts and, 
when E^t followed with the deuce 
to indicate he was prepared for a 
switch, West shifted to the two of 
diamonds. It might seem that the 
fate of the contraa now hinged on 
the dub finesse, but declarer elected 
to postpone that decision until more 
was known about the distribution. 

Declarer captured the king of dia- 
monds with the ace, drew two 
rounds of trumps and ruffed the 
remining heart in dummy. Now 
came the key play — declarer led a 
club to the king and exited with a 
diamond. West won the trick with 
the ten, but the defense was in its 
death throes. 

If West cashed the queen of dia- 
monds, his forced red-suit return at 
the next trick would allow decider 
to ruff on the table while disposing 
of a losing club from hand. If West 
put East on lead with a low diamond 
to the jack, that worthy would have 
an additional means of committing 
suidde — besides conceding a niff- 
sluff. East could lead a club into 
dummy’s ace-jack tenace. 

What if West could win the third 
diamond and lead a club? Then de- 
clarer, having exhausted all other 
possibilities, would have to fall back 
on the club finesse to try to land the 
contract.

Imeida Marcos goes on trial

NEW YORK, (UPI); Former 
Philippine firat lady Imeida Mar- 
cos, forced from her homeland 
and now pleading poverty, goes 
on trial this week on chai^ she 
and former preadent Fermnand 
Marcos looted the Asian 
nation's treasury. 

The strong-willed widow, 
often cail^ the *’steel butterfly,’' 
has been living a low-profile fife 
in Hawaii since the death of her 
husband last September. That 
will end, however, wben she 
shows up in Manhattan Federal 
Court Tuesday to faoechargesof 
fraud, conspnracy and obstruc- 
tion of justice. She faces a possi- 
ble 20-year sentence. 

The former first lady is char- 
ged with con^irisg to steal 
Philippine government funds 
tuding the money io lucrative 
Manhattan real estate invest- 
ments. 

Marcos will go on trial with 
Saudi Arabian financier, Adnan 
Kbashoggi, who faces chai^ of 
obstnictira of justice and fraud, 
in allegedly heljnng te conceal 
the Marcos' interest in the real 
estate. 

Five other people also were 
indicted in the case. 

Throughout her ordeal, Mar- 
cos, often ridiculed for her 
extravagant tastes and behemoth 
shoe collection, has maintained a 
proud demeanour, even charm- 
ing onlookers at b^ arraignment 
at which she was fingerprinted 
like a common criminsu . 

Prosecutors say Marcos, vrith 
the aid of Kfaashoggi, siphoned 


more than $100 million from her 
country's treasury before fleeing 
the “people power" revolution in 
1986 that gave Corazon Aquino 
the pr^dency. The indictments 
covned only a small portion of 
the billions the Marcoses 
allegedly stole from their 
homeland.

Last Tuesday, US District 
Judge, John Keenan, cJeai^ his 
desk of all pretrial motions when 
he refused to let Kfaashoggi stand 
trial on his own.

In December attorneys for 
Imeida and the government met 
to discuss a possible plea 
agreement, which she rejected. 

The prosecution repoitedly 
has some 50 witnesses lined up, 
including Rodolfo Arambulo, 
56, a bank official who was indic- 
ted in the case and pleaded guilty 
to one count of fraud.

Sugar makers 
oppose imports 
for local needs 

GOVERNMENT importation 
of sugar lo meet local 
requirements at the same time 
that part of the Philippine 
production is being sold m the 
world market was strongly 
opposed yesterday by sugar 
pr^ucers. 

The National Federation of 
Sugarcane Planters (NFSP) said 
in a letter to the Sugar 
Regulatory Administration 
(SRA) that such importation 
would be detrimental to the 
sugar industry. 

NFSP said it will agree to 
importation only under certain 
conditions such as the existence 
of a real nationwide shortage of 
sugar and provided that the 
importation is limited to the 
estimated shortage and under- 
take by the sugar producers as a 
priority right. 

At the same time, NFSP 
proposed a compromise sugar 
allocation formma to ensure a 
steady supply of sugar in the 
local market and the same time 
protect sugar prod uoers from the 
activities of unscrupulous 
traders. 

The proposal, contained in_a 
letter to SRA chairman Arsenic 
Yulo by Rep. Romeo Guanzon 
(LDP, Bacolod), NFSP 
president, seeks to rationalize the 
aUocation of the country's sugar 
production under various 
categories: "A” to fill the United 
Sta t*:* sugar quota, "B” for.loc^ 
consumption, "C" for strategic 
reserves “D" for the world 
market. 

The bouse committee on 
agriculture chaired by Rep. 
Leonardo Guerrero (LDP, 
Cavite) has been holding public 
hearings on the complmnts of 
sugar producers against certain 
goveminent policies on sugar. 

In the same letter, Guanzon 
said NFSP will agrre to importa- 
tion only if there is a national 
shortage certified to by the 
Department of Agriculture, the 
SRA and the Department of 
Trade, and is recommended by 
the National Coimd] of Sugu 
Producers and approved by the 
President 

The importation, he said, 
should be handled by the 
producers as a priority right, and 
the volume ^ould be limited to 
' the estimated shorta^. It should 
be based on gindetines to be 
issued by the interagency com- 
mittee on sugar, be added.

NEW YORK, March 17, (UPI): 
Washington h^ some good news 
about the US economy this week with 
three key intficators signalling that the 
rate of inflation has bm tempered, at 
least temporarfiy, against a l^kdrop 
of sluggish growth. 

The Labour Etepartment reported 
prices on the wholesale level remained 
stable in February after rising 1.8 per 
cent the month before. 

At the same time, the Commerce 


Department said housing starts fell 7 
per cent during the month after rising 
^.7 per cent in January. New housing 


S rmits tumbled sharply last month, 
iling a record 25 per cent to an 
rate of 1.3 million from 1.7 million in 


January. 

The annual rate of new bousing con- 
struction in the United Stales stood at 
1 .5 million units in February compared 
. with 1 .6 milUoQ in January, about the 
same as in February 1 989. 

The Federal Reserve also reported 
industrial production rose 0.6 per cent 
during the month after sli^ng I per 
cent in January. Much of the advance 
^vas attributed to increased production 
of motor vehicles, but this gain was 5 
per cent below the pace of vehicle 
production in December.

EEC told to lift tariffs 

Closer co-operation needed 


MUSCAT, March 17, (Agencies): Kuwait's 
Foreign Sal^h A1 Ahmed urged the 

European Economic Coipmunity to lift tariffs on 
Gulf Co-operatioD Coundl pri^ucts to enhance 
political and economic co-operation,the Kuwaiti 
news agency Kuna railed today. 

The GCC — Saudi Arabia, Kuwait the United 
Arab Pn%iratwc^ Bahrain, Qatar and Oman — have 
protested at continued EEC larifis on their petro- 
chemical and aluminium products. 

**lt is our ri^t to expect the European Economic 
Community to open its markets to our oil and non- 
oil products as long as our markets are open for 
European products," Sheikh Sabah told the meet- 
ing. 

EEC products account for over 40 per cent of 
GCC imports and the EEC imports the bulk of its oil 
from the Gulf states. 

Commenting on the Luxembourg pact, Sheikh 
Sabah said **we were optimistic that-tms agreement 
would be the beginning of a long-term co-opera- 
tion." 

But what he called the negative attitude of 
Eiuopean petrochemical companies with regard to 
the import of such GCC products had not helped. 
Kuna quoted him as saying. 

The Muscat m ^gti ng said closer co-operation was 
required to solve outstanding disputes and reach a 
free trade pact. 

Teams from both sides are scheduled to m^ 
probably is May to start detailed trade negotia- 
tions.

MUSCAT, Oman, March 17,

Tbe foreign ministers of 
Ireland, current chairman of the 
EEC, France, Britain, the Neth- 
erlands, Greece and Denmark, 


West Germany’s minister of 
state for foreign affairs, and 
representatives from the rest of 
the 12-member EEC were atten- 
ding the Muscat conTerence. 

Petrochemicals has been a 
thorny issue in co-operation bet- 
ween the two groups.

The elfin Indonesian looked 
nervous and tentative as the 
C r.ese player varied the pace of 
piay to ^ ahead 2'6. Even after 
changing rackets. Susanti con- 
tinued to hand out errors as she 
lost the first set in 10 minutes.

Kiwis hoid on to advantage 


WELLINGTON. March 17, 
( Reuter): New Ze^and held onto 
their advantage over Australia 
on the third day of a one-ofTTest 
in Wellington today, despite 
pedestrian batting that broke a 
world Test record for slow scor- 
ing set nearly 60 years ago. 

At stumps Australia were 53 
for two wickets in their second 
innings, still 39 runs behind the 
New Zealand first innings total 
of202. 

New Zealand lost some 
initiative by batting extremely 
slowly after beginning the day at 
93 for three. Batting was difficult 
on the slow-paced Basin Reserve 
wicket but the New Zealanders 
seemed reluctant to take the 
attack to Austria in a bid for a 
large fust inninp lead. 

They were alM hampered by 
accurate bowling by an Aus- 
tralian team keen to fight its way 
back after a disaf^inting first 
innings score of 110. 

New Zealand's 202 runs came 
ofl2I overs, during which night- 
watchman Martin Sneddezi's 
slow scoring earned him a Test 
cricket record when he failed to 
add to his score for ^ minutes 
before lunch de^ite facing 54 
balls. 

The previous Test record of 90 
minutes between runs was shared 
by South Africa's Bruce Mitchell 
against Australia in 1931-32 and 
England's Chris Tavare against

Australia in 1982-83. 

Snedden was finally out for 23 
soon after lunch, having faced 
122 balls in 179 nunuts hit 
four fours. 


The other milestone of the day 
went to Richard Hadlee, playing 
his last Test in New Zealand. 

He scored his 3,000th Test run, 
joining an elite group of Ian 


Botham (IBiglandJ, Kapil Dev 
^dia) and Imran Khan (Pakis- 
tan) who haw scored 3,000 runs 
and taken 300 wickets in Tests. 
Hadlee last month became the 
first player to take 400 Test wick- 
ets. 

Terry Alderman was the most 
successful Australian bowler, 
taking four for 46, while Carl 
Rackemann was the most 
unlucky, finishing with none for 
42 despite teasing the New 
Zealanders into false strokes. 

The low-playing wicket did 
not give much help to the seam 
bowlers. Off-sptnner Peter 
Taylor generated only modest 
turn but took three wickets for 44 
runs from 33 economical overs. 

The Australian batsmen 
looked keen to wnai?g amends for 
their poor first innings. Opener 
Geofr Marsh made a swift start 
af)er tea and took advantage of 
wayward opening overs by 
Richard Hadlee and Danny 
Morrison. 

But Hadlee struck when the 
score was 27. trapping Mark 
Taylor in front for five, alter he 
scored four in the first innings. 
Australia's scoring rate then 
slowed appreciably. 

New Z^and captain John 
Wri^t soon decided to let the 
fiery Morrison bowl with a 
strong wind at his back and he 
brought ofT-spinner John 
Bracewell on at the other end.

European athletics meeting 
organisers are reported to be 
paining to match Johnson 
wi^ Lems and Christie, who 
tinished behind the PanaHian 
at the 1 988 Games. 

Gold repeated his demand 
for a life ban on any athlete 
found to have drugs during an 
Olympic Games and said he 
was opposed to Johnson ever 
being reinstated. 

"He shoidd never be all- 
owed to run again in the 
Games," Gold was quoted as 
saying.

barrier — for eight different players. 

T^ average seasoo-'s pay per player on 
each ^mu team is $632,(100.
